Pursuant to 37 CFR §1.8, the USPTO considers the Response as timely filed within the three month 
statutory period because the Certificate of Mailing provisions were followed, but the date of actual 
date receipt (i.e., 31 January 2002) is used for all other purposes (e.g., to calculate the delay caused by 
the USPTO for the applicable patent term adjustment). 

As evidenced by the screen print-out from the Patent Application Information Retrieval

Marked Found" on 7 October 2003. The Applicant was erroneously charged with causing a 624-day 
delay (as shown on the PAIR screen print-out). 

On 21 January 2004, Examiner Tran requested that Applicant's attorneys re-submit the 
Response and Amendment which was originally mailed on 9 May 2002. Examiner Tran requested 
that the re-submitted Response and Amendment include the text of all the claims, including those 
previously cancelled. Applicant (using the Certificate of Mailing provisions under 37 CFR §1.8) 
responded to Examiner Tran's request by timely resubmitting the Response and Amendment on 23 
January 2004. As evidenced by a copy of the enclosed return receipt post-card, the resubmitted 
Response and Amendment was received by the USPTO on 26 January 2004. 

A second Office action was mailed by the USPTO on 14 April 2004. It is respectfully 
submitted that the amount of delay between 30 September 2002 (i.e., four months after 31 May 2002, 
the date the first Response was received by the USPTO) and 14 April 2004 (the date the second 
Office action was mailed) is five-hundred-sixty-two (562) days. It is believed that this delay was 
caused solely by the USPTO.
